There  are  82  wild  life  refuges  adr.-dni stored  under  this  appropriation. 
This  number  includes  five  big  game  preserves  in  four  of  uhich  herds  of  buffalo, 
elk  aiid  other  big-gane  animals  are  maintained  under  fence.  Ha;/  is  produced 
on  the  31k  Refuge  for  the  feeding  of  elk  herds  that  winter  in  that  vicinity. 

The  work  consists  of  general  administration  of  the  refuges,  their  patrolling 
and  posting,  the  construction  of  improvements  such  as  buildings,  fences,  water¬ 
ing  places  for  animals,  roads  and  trails,  the  repair  of  such  improvements,  the 
raising  of  hay  and  feeding  of  big-game  animals,  removal  of  surplus  animals, 
and  restocking  of  the  areas  through  the  transfer  of  big-game  animals  from  other 
points.

’^ith  the  several  States  and  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  in  improving 
the  Federal  Aid  Highway  System  as  nrovided  in  the  Federal  Highway 
Act  of  Hoverfoer  9,  1921,  and  suosequent  amendments.  The  Federal 
Aid  Highway  System  is  often  referred  to  as  the  7  per  cent  system 
hecanise  the  mileage  in  each  State  was  initially  limited  to  7  per 
cent  of  the  total  higlm^ay  mileage  in  such  Stale.  The  routes  in  the 
sj^stem  were  selected  hy  the  States  and  approved  hy  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture.  On  June  30,  1931,  the  system  included  195,877  miles 
of  the  principal  highways  of  the  country  and  connected  all  the  nrincipal 
cities,  county  seats  and  other  market  centers  in  the  United  States. 

About  89,000  miles  of  this  system  iia.ve  heen  improved  with  Federal  aid. 
andw  more  than  19,000  miles  additional  were  under  construction  or 
apnroved  for  construction  on  June  30,  1931.  The  initiation  of  and. 
iramed.ia/ce  supervision  of  the  construction  of  Federal  aid  projects  is 
under  the  State  Highway  Departments  with  engineers  of  the  Bureau  of 
Public  Boards  malcing  frequent  inspections  and  following  and  approving 
all  work  from  the  inception  of  a  project  until  its  compilation.

Activities  under  Aonrouriation  for  Agricultural  Rngineerinw 

The  work  Being  done  under  this  anurouriation  consists  of  research, 
both  field  and  laboratory,  conducted  generally  in  cooperation  with  other 
bureaus  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  the  State  agricultural  experiment 
stations,  and,  in  a  few  cases,  v/ith  other  agencies  such  as  trade  associations. 
The  work  falls  into  six  subject-matter  grouus  relating  to  the  a -onlication  of 
engineering  to  agriculture,  which  may  be  designated  as  follows:  (l)  Irrigation 
(2)  drainage,  including  soil  erosion  control;  (3)  development  of  farm  lands; 

(4)  structures;  (5)  storage  and  transnortation  of  -oerishable  products;  and 
(6)  mechanical  equipment. 

Each  of  these  six  grouus  includes  one  or  more  projects  under  way  so  tha.t 
in  the  ultimate  su.b-division  the  bureau  deals  v;ith  twenty-three  definite 
research  nrojects  besides  two  more  designated  respectively  as  miscellaneous 
research,  and  advice  and  assistance.  Under  miscellaneous  research  are  classed 
those  minor  research  activities,  chiefly  of  a  preliminary  character,  which 
ultimately  nmy  develop  into  -orimary  projects.  Advice  and  assistance  refers  to 
the  giving  out  of  information  such  as  by  letter,  farmers'  bulletins,  motion 
pictures,  exhibits,  and  radio. 
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Irrigation 

The  irrigation  work  includes  a  nurnher  of  suh-nro jects  all  of  which 
may  he  grouped  as  studies  of  the  utilization  and  arcoortionment  of  v/ater 
for  irrigation,  and  the  organization,  operation  and  maintenance  of  irriga¬ 
tion  enterprises.  This  work  is  confined  to  the  arid  and  semi-arid  sections 
of  the  United  States  and  has  "or  its  fundamental  purpose  the  conservation 
of  irrigation  water  supply  through  the  development  of  the  best  methods  of 
obtaining  and  handling  water,  from  its  original  source  to  its  final  applica¬ 
tion  to  the  land. 

Drainage,  including  Soil  Urosion  Control 

The  Bureau's  work  in  drainage  may  be  broadly  described  as  investigations 
of  design,  construction,  operation  and  miaintenance  of  drainage  structures  and 
the  organization  a.nd  development  of  drainage  districts.  The  primary  purpose 
is  to  develop  information  which  when  applied  will  result  in  securing  effective 
drainage  at  the  lowest  cost.  In  the  field  of  soil  erosion  control  the  Bureau 
is  charged  v/ith  the  engineering  phases  of  the  Department's  study  to  develop 
the  best  methods  of  controlling  soil  erosion. 

■Farm  Land  Development 

The  subject  of  farm  land  development  includes  studies,  the  ultimate 
purpose  of  which  ■is'  to  make  the  most  effective  use  of  farm  land.  The  engineer¬ 
ing  phases  are  directed  t'OV/ard  putting  farms  in  the  best  possible  physical  con¬ 
dition  to  accomplish  that  end.  More  specifically,  the  Bureau' s  work  deals  with 
methods  of  removing  obstructions  to  cultivation,  the  readjustment  of  field 
sizes  and  shapes,  the  provision  of  adequate  drainage  and  erosion  control 
measures,  and  the  like. 

Fa,rm  Structures 

With  regard  to  farm  structures  the  Bureau  views  these,  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  the  farm  dwelling,  merely  as  means  to  accomplish  specific  ends. 

The  studies  therefore  include  the  determination  of  the  requirements  that  various 
buildings  must  meet  and,  the  development  of  structural  procedure  by  which  these 
objects  will  be  accomplished.  For  example,  what  are  the  requirements  fora 
structure  to  store  small  grains  on  the  farm;  hov/  can  they  best  be  made?  , 

Wha.t  are  the  structural  characteristics  of  a  dairy  barn, that  will  result  in 
the  margest  income? 
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TransDortation  and  Storage  of  Perishables 

The  work  in  connection  with  the  transportation  and  stor^e  of 
perishable  -oroducts  consists  of  experimental  engineering  studies  which  have 
as  their  object  the  marketing  of  perishable  products  with  the  least  possible 
loss.  In  particular,  work  is  being  done  at  this  time  on  the  improvement  of 
the  refrigerator  cars  from,  the  standpoint  of  reat  insulation. 

Mechanical  Equipment 

In  the  field  of  mechanical  equipment  the  Bureau’s  work  is  designed  to 
determine  definitely  the  \vorking  requirements  of  the  various  imchines  and 
implements  employed  on  farms.  T^e  work  divides  itself  into  three  classes: 
(l)  Studies  relating  to  the  adaptation  of  machines  to  the  planting,  tillage 
and  harvesting  of  particular  crops;  (2)  The  processing  of  crops  as,  for  in¬ 
stance,  artificial  grain  and  forage  drying;  and  (3)  The  use  of  mechauical 
means  of  combating  crop  pests.

Studies  are  made  of  the  trends 
of  production,  demand,  a.nd  prices  o:'^  farm  products.  These  studies  are  "basic 
to  the  "outlook  reports".  In  the  outlook  reports  all  availa'ble  data  are 
assembled  and  analyzed  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  farmers  in  marring  sound 
plans  for  the  farming  year  "before  the  time  for  planting  and  "breeding.  The 
work  under  this  appropriation  aims  to  furnish  the  farmer  information  which 
will  lead  him  to  avoid  losses  which  come  from  extreme  variations  of  over  and 
under  production.  In  addition  the  nhysica.l  pro"blems  connected  with  handling, 
grading,  packing,  shipping  and  marketing  of  products  are  studied  and  recom¬ 
mendations  are  made  for  improvements,  Numerous  laboratory  studies  are  carried 
on,  such  as  spinning  tests  of  various  tj^oes  and  grades  of  cotton,  milling, 
baking  and  chemical  tests  connected  with  the  grading  of  grain.  Work  is  being 
done  to  establish  additional  uses  for  cotton.  Standardized  grades  have  been 
prepared  for  a  large  number  of  products  and  demonstrationa.l  work  is  carried 
on  to  educahe  the  producers  and  the  trade  in  their  use.  Continuation  of  the 
work  under  this  appropriation  is  of  utmost  importance  in  meeting  the  demand 
for  basic  information,

This  aunro-oriation  covers  the  inspection  and  grading  services 
on  fruits  and  vegetables,  dairy  and  noultry  products,  hay,  beans,  seeds, 
broomcorn,  rice,  peanuts,  meats  and  tobacco.  T"us  service  is  permis¬ 
sive  in  character,  the  Eederal  inspector  -nerforming  the  service  only 
at  the  request  of  an  interested  party  and  issuing  certificates  which 
are  prima  facie  evidence  in  the  courts  of  the  United  States  as  to  the 
qupJity  a.nd  condition  of  the  shipment  insuected. 

The  insuection  v7ork  is  one  of  the  most  popular  activities  of  the 
bureau  and  the  demand  for  the  service  is  constantly  greater  than  can 
be  met  ?/ith  available  facilities  although  increases  in  the  appropria¬ 
tion  have  been  granted  from  year  to  year.  It  is  in  a  large  measure 
self-supporting,  but  can  not  be  made  entirely  so.  Ifhile  it  is  a  per¬ 
missive  service,  it  has  the  effect  of  reg^alation,  since  the  mere  fact 
that -a  Eederal  inspector  is  available  who  can  be  called  upon  to  inspect 
a  shipment,  acts  as  a  deterrent  upon  receivers  who  might  reject  a 
shipment  without  sufficient  cause,  or  indulge  in  other  sharp  practices.

The  market  news  service  is  built  upon  the  leased  wire  telegraph 
system.  The  bureau  obtains  under  contract  the  exclusive  use  of  certain 
telegraph  wires  throughout  the  day,  and  employs  its  ov/n  telegraphers  who 
transmit  the  market  information  over  the  wires  in  code  and  decode  the 
incoming  messages.

The  work  under  this  aupropriation  consists  of  carrying  out  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  two  regulatory  Acts.  Both  the  Cotton  Futures  and  Cotton 
Standards  Acts  authorize  the  Department  to  uroinulgate  standards  for  cotton. 

The  Cotton  Futures  Act  provides  for  the  regulation  o.f  the  cotton  futures 
excliange  and  for  the  classification  of  cotton  tendered  for  delivery  on  future 
contracts.  Under  this  act  supervision  is  mainta.ined.  over  designated  spot 
markets,  and  a  cotton  price  quotation  service  is  maintained.  In  addition  to 
furnishing  authentic  information  of  prices  these  quotations  serve  as  a  basis 
for  the  settlement  for  cotton,  other  than  middling,  delivered  on  future  con¬ 
tracts.  The  Cotton  Standards  Act  makes  mandatory  the  use  of  the  official  cottcn 
standards  in  interstate  and  foreign  commerce.  Copies  of  the  official  stand¬ 
ards  are  prepared  and  sold  to  the  public,  Uo  other  agency  is  permitted  to 
prepare  these  standards.

WORK  UDDER  THIS  APPROPRIATION 

The  work  under  this  division  consists  of  inspecting  warehouses  for 
the  storage  of  farm  products  and  issuing  licenses  to  warehouse  men  who  comply 
with  the  law.  A  continuous  check  is  kept  upon  the  operations  of  the  licensed 
warehouses.  The  main  purposes  of  the  Warehouse  Act  are  to  safeguard  the 
storage  of  farm  products  and  to  furnish  a  warehouse  receipt  which  w’ill  be 
acceptable  as  collateral  for  loans  and  thus  furnish  the  farmer  wuth  a  means 
of  securing  credit  as  an  aid  to  the  orderly  marketing  of  his  crop.  The  Act 
covers  the  warehousing  of  grain,  cotton,  wool,  tobacco,  peanuts,  brooracorn, 
dried  beans,  sirup,  dried  fruit,  canned  goods,  potatoes,  cottonseed  and  cold 
pack  fruit  and  seeds.

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Last  year  there  uas  set  up  zander  the  project  G-enoral  Adi-iini  strati  on 
a  Technological  unit  (e,  above)  to  advise  and  to  supervise  cud  coordinate 
the  disinfection  and  steriliza,tion  of  plants  and  plant  products  according 
to  nethods  required  by  the  various  quarojitines .  The  efforts  of  this  unit 
during  the  current  fiscal  yec.r  have  resulted  in  substcntial  savings  to 
people  handling  coimodities  under  regulation  by  the  plont  Qpiarantine  and 
Control  Adr.iinistration,  in  the  enforcement  of  quarantines  promulgated  un¬ 
der  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act. 

Luring  the  period  1924  to  1930  inclusive,  there  vrevQ  required  to  be 
fumigated  under  vacuum  in  the  area  infested  by  the  pink  bollxTom  in  the 
southwestern  part  of  the  United  States  1,269,632  bales  of  cotton.  Of 
this  amount,  there  were  fumigated  989,960  bales  from  areas  loiorm  to  be 
lightly  infested  by  pink  bollworn.  The  Technological  Unit  has  developed 
more  efficient  nethods  of  sterilizing  cottonseed  by  steam  heat  and  has 
investigated  the  efficiency  of  high  density  compression  of  cotton  bales, 
with  the  result  that  it  has  been  possible  to  release  from  fumigobion  all 
of  the  baled  cotton  after  it  is  given  high  density  conqjression  in  the 
lightly  infested  area.  The  average  cost  of  fumigating  a  bale  of  cotton 
is  $1.50,  and  the  saving,  therefore,  is  obvious. 

Efforts  are  now  being  directed  toward  the  working  out  of  more  prac¬ 
ticable  methods  of  apiplicobion  of  control  nea.sures  for  Japanese  beetle 
and  other  pests,  with  every  reason  to  believe  that  success  will  follow.

I70RK  THIS  A.PPE0PRIATI0U 

The  mork  done  under  this  item,  is  enforcement  of  (l)  tr/entj*- three  foreign 
quarantines  and  regula.tory  orders  mider  the  Plant  Qp.aj’antine  Act  of  1912;  (2) 
rules  and  regulations  governing  the  entry  into  the  United  Stakes  of  railmo.y 
ca.rs  and  other  vehicles  from  Mexico;  (3)  the  Act  of  1905  governing  the  importa¬ 
tion  of  living  insects  into  the  United  States;  and  (4)  regulations  governing  the 
shipment  of  fruits  and  vegetables  to  the  mainland  from.  Haaraii  and  Porto  Hico. 
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The  purpose  of  the  foreign  qii^rantines  issued  under  the  Plant  Quaran¬ 
tine  Act  of  1912  is  to  prevent  the  entry  into  the  United  States  of  injurious 
plant  pests  from  foreign  countries.  This  involves  in  some  instances  the  en¬ 
forcement  of  complete  embargoes  against  known  infested  products,  the  regula¬ 
tion  of  entry  of  any  plant  product  coming  to  this  country,  and  proper  inspec¬ 
tion  methods  to  determine  the  freedom  from  injurious  pests  of  the  product 
offered  for  entry.  This  work  necessitates  the  employment  at  all  the  principal 
maritime  and  border  ports  of  entry  in  this  country,  of  trained  inspectors 
for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  in  cooperation  with  customs  authorities  the 
baggage  of  passengers  arriving  from  foreign  ports;  the  inspection  of  cargo 
which  may  contann  plant  products;  the  inspection  of  ships*  stores,  and  the 
inspection  and  proper  sa,f eguarding  of  material  permitted  entry  under  the 
quarantine  regulations.  The  large  number  of  interceptions  of  dangerous  pests 
at  the  various  maritime  and  border  ports  of  entry  in  this  country  demonstrates 
beyond  any  question  the  importance  of  continuing  this  work.  Tlie  presence  in 
this  country  of  such  injurious  pests  as  Japanese  beetle  which  came  in  prior 
to  the  enforcement  of  dny  plant  quarantine  by  this  Government,  and  the  damage 
this  insect  and  others  of  a  similan  character  cause  further  serve  to  demon¬ 
strate  the  importance  of  rigid  inspection  o.t  a.ll  ports  of  entry  of  plant 
products  offered  for  commerciaJ  entry  and  of  all  such  commodities  carried  by 
persons  entering  the  United  StaJes  from  other  countries. 

The  enforcement  of  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  entry  into 
the  United  States  of  railway  cars  and  other  vehicles  from  Mexico  requires  the 
inspection  and  fumigation  of  such  vehicles  as  may  be  likely  to  ca.rry  pink 
bollworm  of  cotton  and  similar  injurious  pests.  Such  vehicles  are  f-'ornigated 
at  the  expense  of  the  carrier,  the  fees  being  paid  into  the  United  States 
Treasury, 

The  Act  of  1905  governing  the  importation  of  living  insects  into  the 
United  States  seeks  to  prevent  the  importation  through  tho  United  States 
mails  and  otherwisof  of  injurious  living  insects  which  are  not  covered  by 
any  specific  quarajitine. 

Regulations  governing  the  shipment  of  fruits  and  vegetables  to  the 
mainland  from  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico  undertake  to  prevent  the  movement  from 
the  infested  area  in  Hawaii  amd  Porto  Rico  of  any  product  likely  to  caury 
to  the  mainland  any  species  of  fruit  fly.  The  work  cai  be  more  economical¬ 
ly  and  more  satisfactorily  amd  mu.ch  more  efficiently  done  a.t  point  of  origin 
in  these  two  causes  than  could  be  done  on  the  mainland  at  port  of  entry.

TThile  every  effort  is  made  to  enforce  o.t  point  of  origin  the  domestic 
plant  quo.rantines  prorxralgated  under  the  Plant  (Quarantine  Act,  co.relessness 
and  ignorance  of  quarantine  regulations  on  the  part  of  employees  of  shippers 
of  plants  and  carriers  of  plants  constitute  a  continuous  source  of  danger  to 
the  uninfested  portions  of  the  country.  In  order  to  most  effectively  check 
on  the  violokions  of  the  domestic  quarantines  it  has  heen  found  necessony  and 
fea.siUle  to  pla.ee  inspectors  a.t  certain  transfer  points  in  the  United  States 
through  which  the  greater  portion  of  plant  products  and  other  products  move 
hy  parcel  post,  express,  and  freight.  Tiirough  the  cooperation  of  the  posta.1 
authorities  and  express  and  railway  officials  it  has  oeen  possiUle  to  work 
out  a  system  v/herehy  the  fe\7  inspectors  enployed  in  'transit  inspection  work 
are  ena'oled  to  ohserve  at  these  transfer  points  a.  suUstantial  pcrcenta^ge  of 
the  plant  products  which  move  throui^  and  ohta.in  a  check  on  the  violations  of 
the  quarantines.  Information  thus  gatned  is  of  va.lue  in  Uringing  to  the  at¬ 
tention  of  the  violators  the  fant  that  there  is  a.  chock  heing  m-ade,  and  this 
results  in  greater  care  Being  exercised  in  the  movement  of  plant  products. 

During  the  fiscaJ  year  1951,  2,594  violations  of  the  Eedera.l  quaran¬ 
tines  were  noted  and  a.ppropriately  disposed  of  hy  transit  inspectors  at  some 
twenty-seven  transfer  points.

The  funds  appropriated  under  this  item  a,re  used  for  the  purpose  of  de¬ 
termining  the  extent  of  any  infest.ation  of  pink  bollworm  which  may  be  present 
in  the  United  States  and  preventing  spread  of  this  insect  to  uninfested  areas 
of  this  country.  This  work  includes  (l)  scouting  to  determine  the  limits  of 
any  infestation  found,  and  scouting  outside  the  infested  arenas  to  determine 
whether  or  not  the  pink  bollworm  is  present;  (2)  ixispections  to  determine  do- 
gree  of  infestation  at  points  v/ithin  the  regulated  area,  so  that  control  measures 
and  quarantine  operations  may  be  intelligently  conducted;  and  (3)  enforce¬ 
ment  of  such  quarantine  and  rogula.tory  m.ea.sures  an  the  supervision  of  steri¬ 
lization  of  cottonseed  and  fuiaigation  of  cotton  lint  and  linters  where  neces¬

With  the  prodLUction 
of  cultivated  cotton  close  to  the  a.rea  infested  by  the  Thurberia  weevil  the 
cultivated  crop  has  been  attacked.  It  lia.s  demonstrated  unquestioned  ability 
to  breed  in  cultivated  cotton,  and  with  its  ability  to  live  under  a,rid  condi¬ 
tions  is  a.  serious  mena.ce  to  the  cotton  grown  raider  the  irrigated  conditions 
of  the  Southwest. 

Tile  v/ork  d.one  under  this  appropriation  involves  the  regulation  of 
movement  into  uninfested  regions  of  cotton,  cottonseed,  and  other  articles 
likely  to  ca.rry  this  weevil.

Tire  money  o.ppropriated  raider  this  item  is  used  for  the  purpose  of  pre¬ 
venting  the  spread  of  the  Gypsy  end  brovnr-tail  moths  out  of  the  area  known 
to  be  infested  in  the  Eew  England  States;  for  the  extermination  of  the  Gypsy 
moth  from  the  area  in  the  State  of  hew  Jersey  which  was  found  infested  in 
1921,  but  where  no  infestation  has  been  found  since  early  1929;  and  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  a  barrier  zone  consisting  of  a  strip  of  territory  twenty  to  thirty 
miles  wide  along  the  western  border  of  the  Eew  England  States  and  eastern 
border  of  Eew  York  State,  reaching  from  Long  Island  to  Ca,nada.  The  prevention 
of  spread  of  the  insect  from  the  area  infested  in  Lew  England  involves  in¬ 
spection  and  certification  of  nursery  stock,  quarry  products,  stone,  timber, 
lumber  and  of  similar  articles  moving  out  of  the  infested  area.  The  exter¬ 
mination  of  the  Gjpsy  moth  from  the  8.rea  found  in  Eew  Jersey  in  1921  now 
consists  of  checking  up  to  see  that  no  isolated  infestation,  which  may  still 
exist,  builds  up  to  large  proportions.  Tlie  work  in  the  barrier  zone  involves 
inspection  of  the  woodland  and  other  areas  in  the  zone  for  the  purpose  of  dis¬ 
covering  any  infestation  which  may  exist.  Infestations  which  may  be  found  are 
cleaned  up  by  treating  the  egg  clusters  and  by  spraying  the  woodland  at  the 
proper  sea.son  of  the  year.  Spraying  the  v:oodland  arean  frequently  necessi¬ 
tates  the  use  of  m.ore  than  a  mile  of  hose  running  from  the  spraying  machines 
into  the  woodlands  in  the  hills  of  hew  England.  High  pondered  equipment  is 
necessary  and  the  use  of  quite  a  lange  personnel  in  the  form  of  ordinary  labor 
is  also  necessary.

Money  a.ppropriated  under  this  item  is  used  to  prevent  spreaxl  of  the 
European  corn  borer  in  so  far  as  possible  from  the  area  nou  infested  to  the 
uninfested  areas  of  the  United  States.  The  uork  involves  the  enforcement 
of  the  quarantine  against  articles  likely  to  carry  corn  borer  out  of  the 
regulated  area,  and  scouting  to  determine  the  limits  of  infestation.  The 
enforcement  of  the  quarantine  requires  inspection  and  certif ica.tion  of 
certarn  products  \7l1ich  ore  eligible  to  move  out  of  the  area  pjider  re^qula.tion 
and  enforcement  of  the  embargo  against  the  movement  of  speet  corn  and  other 
corn  from  the  area.  This  makes  necessary  the  enforcement  of  the  quarantine 
on  all  roads  leading  out  of  the  area  uhich  necessita.tes  the  inspection  of  oJl 
vehicular  traffic. 


During  the  past  season  some  sixteen  million  autom.obiles  mere  inspected 
at  something  like  224  inspection  points,  and  many  thousands  of  ears  of  corn 
mere  intercepted.  The  actual  interceptions  made  ciinnot  be  accepted  as  indi¬ 
cating  the  real  vaJue  of  the  enforcem.ent  of  the  quarantine  at  these'  road 
stations  since  the  very  presence  of  the  sta.tions  discorra-ges  a  large  movement 
which  would  unquestionably  talce  place  if  the  inspectors  were  not  present.  ITo 
infestations  have  been  found  at  any  distance  outside  the  present  Icnowr.  infest¬ 
ed  area.  This  is  interpreted  as  indica.ting  the  vaJue  of  the  quarantine. 

Corn  borer  was  found  in  the  United  States  in  the  summer  of  1917  in  the 
vicinity  of  Boston.  It  is  now  Imown  to  occur  in  13  stakes,  producing  a  tota.l 
of  some  293,000,000  bushels  of  corn  for  graan  and  183,000  tons  of  sweet  corn 
for  canning.  The  other  35  stakes  of  the  Union  where  corn  borer  is  not  loiown  to 
occur  produce  1,800,000,000  bushels  of  corn  for  grakn  and  472,000  tons  of  sweet 
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corn  for  cojuninf;.  Tlie  one  State  of  lov/a  produces  75,000,000  tushcls  more 
corn  for  grain  tlioji  is  produced  in  o,ll  the  13  stohes  nor;  luioun  to  le  infested.

170EK  UEDEP  THIS  APPROPEIATIOH 

The  money  appropriated  under  this  item  is  used  for  the  enforcement  of 
the  quarantine  to  prevent  spread  of  the  Japanese  Beetle.  The  Beetle  is  present 
in  nine  states  and  the  District  of  ColumBia.  The  insect  is  carried  in  the 
gruB  stage  in  soil  on  the  roots  of  nursery  stock.  One  of  the  important  means 
of  prevention  of  spread,  therefore,  is  the  inspection  and  certification  of 
plant  products  moving  out  of  nurseries  in  the  infested  area. 

Some  ninety  million  p)lants  wore  tlms  inspected  and  certified  during  the 
past  fiscal  yean.  It  is  necessary  in  many  inst.ances  to  treat  such  nursery 
stock  and  this  trea-tment  is  supervised  By  the  Department.  Repressive  measures 
are  carried  on  at  certain  isolated  points  uhore  incipient  infestations  are 
located.  Scouting  is  necessary  to  determine  the  presence  of  the  Beetle  in 
localities  outside  the  regulated  area,  so  that  quarantine  measures  ma^'’  Be 
properly  invoked.  Other  products  Besides  nursery  stock  ane  regulated  and 
supervision  of  fumigation  of  certatn  fruits  is  required,  together  uitli  in¬ 
spection  and  certification  of  fa.rm  products  such  as  s\7eot  corn  and  similar 
articles.

The  Mexican  fruit  worm  was  found  in  the  Lov/er  Rio  Grande  Valley  of  Texas 
in  the  crop  season  of  1927,  Era.dica.tion  mea.sures  were  immediately  undertaken 
hy  the  United  Stakes  Department  of  Agriculture  in  cooperation  with  the  State 
of  Texas.  While  these  efforts  were  appanontly  successful  there  have  been  re¬ 
curring  infestations,  due  probably  in  some  instances  at  least  to  reinfestakion 
which  came  into  Texa.s  from  Mexico.  This  insect  exists  ak  the  present  time  just 
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r.cross  the  Rio  G-ro.nde  River  from  R-'-’Ovnisville,  Texas.  The  constant  shipping 
to  Mexicoji  toTOS  along  the  'border  of  infested  fruits  from  the  interior  of 
Mexico  presents  a  continual  menace  to  the  f27u.it  cultures  on  this  side  of  the 
line. 


It  is  necessary  in  the  enforcement  of  the  qur.rantine  on  o.ccount  of  the 
Mexican  fruit  worm,  to  make  continuous  inspections  of  the  citrus  gro’vn  in  the 
Lower  Rio  G-rande  Valley  in  order  that  the  fruit  may  move  out  under  conditions 
which  will  not  carry  infestations  to  uninfested  portions  of  the  United  States. 
The  growers  are  required  to  o'bserve  certain  sanitary  requirements  as  a  pre¬ 
requisite  to  the  shipment  of  the  fraiit  and  it  is  further  necessary  to  maintain 
certain  road  stations  to  prevent  the  unauthorized  movement  "by  road  vehicles  of 
f2niits  out  of  the  Valley.

The  Caustic  poison  Acc  imposes  upon  the  department  the  obligation  of  seeing  that 
the  large  number  of  preparations  containing  caustic  or  corrosive  substances 
and  sold  in  interstate  or  foreign  corninerce  for  household  use  are  correctly- 
labeled  with  the  common  name  of  the  substance,  vrith  the  -vtord  "Poison",  -with 
directions  for  treatment  in  case  of  accidental  personal  injuia'-,  and  vuth  the 
name  and  place  of  business  of  the  manufacturer,  packer,  seller  or  distributor. 

To  enforce  this  net,  samples  must  be  collected  from  the  products  determined  by- 
chemical  analysis,  and  such  tests  made  as  vail  establish  whether  any  or  all 
of  the  ingredients  are  caustic  or  corrosive,  and  whether  the  directions 
given  in  ease  of  injury  are  correct  and  adequate.

ACTIVITIES  UUDEH  ALL0®/IENT  TO  BUBEAU  OF  CKEivIISTRY  AND  SOILS  FROM  APPROPRIATION 

FOR  SOIL  EROSION 

The  work  under  this  allotment  consists  of  investigations  on  the  problem 
of  soil  erosion  at  the  various  erosion  experiment  stations.  The  objectives 
are  to  determine  accurately  the  causes  of  soil  erosion;  to  study  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  increa.sing  the  B^bsorntion  of  rainfall  on  various  types  of  soil; 
to  devise  means  to  preserve  the  soil  and  to  prevent  or  control  destructive 
erosion;  to  conserve  the  rainfall  by  terracing  or  by  other  means;  and  to 
develop  a  comprehensive  program  of  soil-erosion  control  for  the  United  States. 
The  work  is  cooperative  between  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry  and  Soils  and  the 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  Engineering. 

The  work  of  the  former  bureau  includes  determination  of  soil  and  water 
losses  under  various  controlled  conditions,  and  their  relation  to  character 
of  soil,  rainfall,  etc.;  study  of  the  effects  on  erosion  of  modification 
of  soil  conditions;  renewal  of  fertility  of  eroded  land;  relation  of  native 
vegetation  to  soil  and  water  losses;  relation  of  special  crops  and  special 
practices  to  erosion  control;  and  studies  of  crop  rotations  and  soil  treat¬ 
ments  on  terraced  and  unterraced  areas,  as  a  means  of  erosion  control. 

The  engineering  work  consists  of  the  designing,  construction,  and 
maintenance  of  such  structures  and  devices  as  are  employed  on  the  several 
soil  erosion  experiment  farms,  and  the  recording  of  data  with  reference  thereto. 
These  structures  and  devices  include  those  designed  to  measure  the  rainfall, 
the  run-off,  and  soil  losses  resulting  therefrom,  and  those  whose  purpose  is 
to  prevent  or  retard  run-off,  such  as  terraces  and  soil-saving  dams  of  various 
types,  'The  ultimate  purpose  is  to  develop  the  types  most  suitable  for  the 
conditions  under  which  they  operate.  Another  pla^se  of  the  engineering  work 
involves  studies  relating  to  the  operation  of  cultural  and  harvesting  machin¬ 
ery  over  terraces,  to’ serve  as  a  basis  for  making  such  changes  in  machinery 
or  in  terrace  cross  sections,  or  both,  as  may  be  necessary. 

The  investigations  are  supplemented  v/ith  demonstrations  and  educa¬ 
tional  work.  Widespread  interest  in  the  erosion  problem  has  developed  in 
the  regions  in  which  work  is  being  done,  and  the  farmers  are  successfully 
applying  the  methods  of  control  which  have  been  worked  out.

The  $7,000  savings  in  1932  will  he  made  hy 
delayin'?  appointments  to  vacancies  and  new  positions  and  hy  curtailing  travel 
and  other  operating  expenses  during  the  year,  v/here  and  as  apportunity  is 
afforded  in  the  above  projects,  in  such  a  v/ay  as  to  cause  least  interference 
with  the  organization  and  the  work. 

The  decrease  of  $10,840  in  appropriation  is  explained  as  follows; 

(1)  The  decrease  of  $200  in  erosion-strcamflow  investiga.tions  at  the 
Appalachian  Station  v/ill  he  met  hy  curtailment  of  travel  and  other  operating 
expenses. 

(2)  The  decrease  of  $4,800  in  erosion-streamflow  investigations  at 
the  California  Station  contemplates  postponement  of  work  in  the  pine  types 

of  the  Sierras  for  which  increase  was  provided  in  the  1932  Appropriation  Act.

(3)  The  decrease  of  $500  in  erosion-str eamf low  investigations  at 
the  Intermountain  Station  will  he  met  hy  curtailment  of  travel  and  other 
operating  expenses. 

(4)  The  decrease  of  $200  in  orosion-streamf low  i  nvestigationS' at  the 
Lake  States  Station  will  he  met  hy  curtailment  of  travel  and  other  operating 
ex-penses. 

(5)  The  decrease  of  $4,200  in  erosion-strearaflow  investigations  in 
the  Mississippi  Bluff  lands  at  the  Southern  Forest  Experiment  Station  con¬ 
templates  postponement  of  part  of  the  work  of  this  station. 

(S)  The  $740  decrease  in  erosion-streamflow  studies  at  the  South¬ 
western  Station  v/ill  he  met  hy  curtailment  of  travel  and  other  operating 
expenses. 

(7)  Tlie  decrease  of  $200  in  erosion-streamflow  investigations  at 
the  Washington  office  will  he  met  hy  curtailment  of  travel  and  other 
operating  expenses. 

"ACTIVITIES  ITrlDER  ALLOFMSIT  TO  FOREST  SERVICE  FROM  APPROPRIATION  FOR 

EROSION  IMSSTIGATIONS 

The  general  purpose  of  er osion-strearaf lov;  investigations  on  forest 
and  range  lands  is  to  determine  the  relationship  between  different  kinds 
and  intensity  of  vegetative  cover  —  forest,  chaparral,  brush,  grass, 
etc, —  and  erosion  and  streamflow,  under  different  conditions  of  soil, 
topography,  precipitation,  etc.  The  purpose  is  also  to  determine  the  form 
and  intensity  of  cover  necessary  to  maintain  satisfactory  watershed  con¬ 
ditions  and,  finally,  to  v/ork  out  suitable  remedial  measures,  such  as  re¬ 
forestation,  other  revegetation  and  engineering  works  to  check  erosion 
which  has  already  started 

The  work  consists  of  general  surveys,  of  small  scale  tests  under 
closely  controlled  conditions  which  break  this  very  couiplex  problem  down 
into  its  factors  and  allow  an  evaluation  of  each  of  the  factors  separately 
and  in  relation  to  the  others.  Under  many  conditions  the  work  must  also 
he  carried  to  moderate-sized  duplicate  watersheds,  where  relationships  can 
he  determined  and  then  cover  conditions  on  one  watershed  changed  so  that 
the  effect  of  degree  or  intensity  of  cover  may  he  determined.  Specialized 
work  along  a  number  of  additional  lines  is  necessary  before  large  water¬ 
sheds  can  he  studied  effectively  as  a  v/hole,  including  the  water  require¬ 
ments  of  different  classes  of  vegetation  in  different  sta.ges  of  its  de¬ 
velopment,  the  silt-carrying  capacity  of  streams,  the  silting  up  of  reser¬ 
voirs,  etc.

This  appropriation  is  made  for  forest  roads  and  trails  under  the 
provisions  of  section  23  of  the  Federal  Highway  Act  of  November  9,  1921, 
It  is  divided  into  ty^o  parts,  tho  honest  Highway  Fund  and  the  Forest 
Road  Development  Fund.  The  Forest  Highway  Fund  is  orpended  for  roads 
necessary  to  tho  Forests  but  of  primarjr  importance  to  tho  State,  counties, 
or  communities  y/ithin,  adjoinin’,  or  adjacent  to  the  National  Forests, 
and  which  form  important  links  in  the  highv/ay  systems  of  the  States. 

The  Forest  Road  Development  Fund  is  ap  ropriated  and  expended  for  roads 
and  trails  of  primary  importance  to  the  administration,  protection  and 
utilization  of  the  National  Forests. 

The  Forest  Road  System  as  planned  includes  82,393  miles  of  road 
and  155,597  miles  of  trails.  The  road  system  v^hen  completed  will  provide 
a  mile  of  road  for  2,589  acres,  or  4.2  square  miles  as  an  average.

Explanation:  mhe  language  submitted  is  reco'Tiended  to  make  available 
until  June  30,  1933,  the  unexpended  balance  of  the  |■S00,000 
appropriated  by  the  second  Deficiency  Act  aporoved  T■Ta^ch  4,  1931 
(46  Stat. ,  p.  1563),  providing  for  the  construction  on  Govern¬ 
ment  j  si  and,  iilamieda,  California,  of  a  supply  depot,  warehouse, 
and  shops  for  the  Bureau  of  Public  Roads  and  the  Forest  Service 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  and  for  a  supply  depot,  ware¬ 
house,  shops,  garage,  living  quarters,  and  a  marine  railway  for 
boats  for  the  Coast  Guard  of  the  Treasury  Department,  and  a  joint 
administration  building  for  all  three  of  these  services.
